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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed August 16, 2007. The 
rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Onuki et al. 
U.S. Pub. 2005/0118512 is overcome. However, claims 1-4 are ejected under35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Mori JP 2003-308875. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mori 
JP 2003-308875. 

Mori teaches a nonaqueous secondary battery 1 comprising a nonaqueous 
electrolyte containing at least one type selected from a sultone compound, cyclic 
sulfate, and vinylene carbonate and at least one type selected from an alkyl benzene 
derivative having tertiary carbon neighboring phenyl groups, a cycloalkyl benzene 
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derivative, and a biphenyl derivative. The battery also includes a positive electrode 3 
and a negative electrode 4. See paragraph 7. 

Mori does not expressly disclose the vinylene carbonate or cycloakylbenzene 
ratios of 0.5 to 1 0 parts by mass per tOO parts by mass of the solvent. 

However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the instant invention was made to employ the instant solvents in the amount of 0.5 to 10 
parts by mass per tOO parts by mass of the solvent, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in 
the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). The skilled artisan 
recognizes that the solvent concentration directly effects ion conductivity between the 
electrodes. 

Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments, with respect to Onuki have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection has been withdrawn.
